(2) of Section 147 ofthe Delhi Police Act, 1978 (34 of 1978), 
the Lieutenant Governor of the National Capital Territory 
of Delhi is pleased to make the following rules further to 
amend the Delhi Police (Punishment and Appeal) Rules, 
1980, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement — (1) These rules 
may be called the Delhi Police (Punishment and Appeal) 
(Amendment) Rules, 2010. 

(2) They shall come into force with effect from 
the date of their publication in the Delhi Gazette. 
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2. Amendment of Rule 16(xii) (c).—-In the Delhi 
Police (Punishment and Appeal)^ Rules, 1980, in rale 16, in 
sub-rule XII for clause (c), the following clauses shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

“(c) Give an opportunity to theaccused officer to 
make a representation or submission in writing within 
a period of 15 days of the receipt of the above- 
mentioned documents. The disciplinary authority 
shall consider such representation/written 
submission given by the accused officer while 
deciding the matter, and 

(d) If the disciplinary authority, having regard to its 
finding on all or any of the charges andon the basis 
of the evidence adduced during the enquiry, is of 
the opinion that any of the penalties specified in 
rale 5 (i to vii) should be.imposedon thePolice Officer, 
it shall make.an order imposing such penalty and it 
shall not be necessaryTo give the Police Officer any 
opportunity of making representation on the penalty 
proposed to be imposed.”
